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Suzuki et al. , singly or in combination, teaches or suggest at least this feature of the claimed 
invention. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that independent claim 1 and claims 
2-8 and 10-14, which depend therefrom are allowable over the cited references. 

Independent claim 15 is allowable over the cited art in that claim 15 recites a 
combination of elements including, for example, "disposing a sheet material between the 
light source and the second substrate, wherein at least a portion of one edge of the sheet 
material is not directly under the non-transparent film". None of the cited references 
including AAPA or Suzuki et al. , singly or in combination, teaches or suggest at least this 
feature of the claimed invention. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that 
independent claim 15 and claims 16-23, which depend therefrom are allowable over the cited 
references.
